Sow  into  flat  pots,  as  warm  as  possible,  into  a  mixture  of 
sand  and  J  2  leaf  mold.  Cover  the  seeds  only  slightly 
with  earth.  Cover  pots  with  glass  and  keep  them  for  the 
beginning  equally  wet.  Place  the  first  seedlings  to  come 
into  another  basin  not  quite  so  wet.  Go  on  watering  the 
seed  basin,  for  remaining  seeds  will  grow.  Protect  against 
direct  sun  rays  with  tissue  paper.
